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WASHINGTON (UPI) - President 
Ford today vetoed a $6 2 billion public 
works bill designed to create 600,000 
jobs, claiming the measure amounts to 
"an election year pork barrel.” 
The bill “has so many deficiencies and 
undesirable provisions that it would do 
more harm than good," Ford said in his 
veto message to Congress. 
Democratic 
congressional leaders 
have promised to make a strong attempt 
to override Ford’s action and a House 
vote has tentatively been scheduled for 
Thursday.

"While it is represented as the solution 
to our employment problems,” the 
President said, "in fact it is little more 
than an election year pork barrel ” 
It was Ford’s 46th veto since becoming 
President in August, 1974. So far eight 
have been overridden by Congress 
Ford listed six reasons why he 
rejected the legislation: 
—The cost of producing jobs under the 
bill "would be intolerably high, probably 
in excess of $25,000 per job " 
—Relatively few new jobs would be 
created and the bill’s sponsors "badly 
exaggerated" in saying 600.000 new jobs 
would become available. 


-T he bill would create almost no new 
jobs in the immediate future "when 
those jobs are needed." 
—The bill provides preferential treat­ 
ment to those units of govenment with 
the highest taxes "without jurisdictions 
which have been efficient in holding 
down costs and those that have not." 
—It would be almost impossible "to 
assure taxpayers that these dollars are 
being responsibly and effectively spent. " 
—It would create a new urban renewal 
progream less than two years after 
Congress replaced a nearly identical 
program with the "more flexible" Com­ 
munity D evelopm ent block grant 


program. 
Some Republican sources in Congress 
said Ford might support as a com­ 
promise a bill being pushed by Rep. Gary 
Brown. R-Mich It would supplement an 
existin g com m unity developm ent 
program in order to create an estimated 
63,000 jobs by the end of this year and 
would cost about $780 million the first 
year. 
But Democrats are pushing for the 
public works bill, which the House ap­ 
proved Jan. 29 by a vote of 321-80, well 
over the the two-thirds needed to over­ 
ride a veto. The Senate had approved it 
earlier by voice vote.

As enacted by the city council last 
month, the new trash pickup schedule 
will provide for only one collection in­ 
stead of two in all areas of the city dur­ 
ing a week that contains a holiday. 
Jim Brightwell. sanitation director, 
announced this schedule for next week: 
Area B (between H and A streets and 
north of College Avenue) — Tuesday 
pickup. (No Friday collection.) 
Area C (south of College Avenue and 
east of A Street) - Wednesday pickup. 
(No Saturday collection.) 


Area A (west of H Street) — Thursday 
pickup. (No Monday collection because 
of the holiday.) 
The new schedule was adopted for two 
reasons, Brightwell reminded: 
— To equalize the number of collec­ 
tions citywide during holiday times. 
— To permit the sanitation crews to 
perform necessary maintenance work 
without having to put on additional help. 
Since congressional action established 
a number of Monday holidays during the 
year, the western portion of the city has 
had only one collection day per week. On 
the recommendation of the staff, the 
council adopted the new schedule which 
gives all areas the same amount of ser­ 
vice during weeks containing holidays.

Most of the 
Democrats listed their worth from 
$100,000 to $200,000. 
A kilted group of musicians and danc­ 
ing girls dubbed the Budget Saver 
Bagpipe Band is accompanying Ford on 
his two-dav Florida swing, starting in 
Orlando and including Fort Lauderdale. 
St. Petersburg, Fort Myers and Miami. 
The President is scheduled to return to 
Washington about the time Reagan ad­ 
dresses a Saturday night Lincoln Day 
d in n e r s p o n s o r e d 
by O r la n d o 
Republicans.

Reagan led Ford almost 3 to 1 in straw 
votes conducted last week among 
members of the Florida Jaycees and the 
Florida Conservative Union.

ACCRA. Ghana (UPI) - An attempted 
army coup in Nigeria today sparked a 
raging battle in the capital city of Lagos 
between units loyal to strongman Brig. 
Gen. Murtala Mohammed and dissidents 
led by "young revolutionary" officers, 
monitored radio reports said. 
Gunfire broke out at dawn and con­ 
tinued sporadically throughout the day 
after a Lt. Col. B.S. Dimka announced 
over Lagos Radio that Mohammeds 
"hypocrisy” was exposed and his seven- 
month-old government overthrown 
Mohammed’s fate was unknown, but 
his bullet-riddled black Mercedes lay 
abandoned at a street curb near the 
barracks He drove there each morning 
from his lagoon-side home. 
Reports indicated the new military 


junta failed to gain support from other 
parts of the oil-wealthy West African 
state, the most populous on the conti­ 
nent. 


From the northern city of Kaduna, 
center of Mohammed’s Moslem and 
tribal support, the commander of the 1st 
infantry division came on the air to an­ 
nounce “a handful of officers in Lagos 
perpetrated the confusion and are being 
rounded up now.” 


From Calabar in the far east of 
Nigeria, the brigade commander said 
over the local radio that his forces would 
oppose the new junta and pledged his 
loyalty to Mohammed. 
Radio reports said a column of tanks 
rumbled to the Dodan m ilitary 


headquarters on an island separated 
from downtown Lagos and a battle 
erupted there. Troops on the outskirts 
prevented civilians from entering the 
area. 
No details of any casualties were 
available. 
On July 29, 1975, Mohammed ousted 
Nigeria's military leader of nine years. 
General Yakubu Gowon, in a bloodless 
takeover that many regarded as a "coup 
d’accord" with the overthrown ruler 
pledging loyalty to Mohammed, a fellow 
northerner. 
Earlier the rebel group of military of­ 
ficers calling themselves the "young 
revolutionaries” announced in broad­ 
casts they had seized power in Nigeria, 
toppling Mohammed’s regime. 
Weed ready to testify for Patty 


SAN FRANCISCO (UPI) - Steven 
Weed, about to see his ex-fiancee. 
Patricia Hearst. for the first time since 
she was kidnaped from their apartment 
two years ago. said today he expected to 
be "rather tense and on the verge of fall­ 
ing apart” before he walks into the 
courtroom to testify. 
Weed, whom chief defense attorney F 
Lee Bailey said would be called as his 
first witness in Miss Hearst’s bank rob­ 
bery trial, said he had asked the new­ 
spaper heiress’ attorneys shortly after 
her arrest if she wanted to see him. 
"Her reply was variations of no, I have 
other things to think about, not at this 
time," he said. "So I did not pursue it. 
But I hope and I’m sure that I will see 
her after the trial." 
Meanwhile. U.S. Attorney James L. 
Browning Jr. said he expected to finish 
his case today. 
Weed, who held a news conference, 


said he felt her defense was basically ac­ 
curate — that she was coerced rather 
than brainwashed into aiding the Sym- 
bionese Liberation Army. 
"She has two things going against her 
— unfortunately, her parents have a lot 
of money, and that they hired one of the 
best lawyers in the country, but aside 
from that they ar,e doing a good job on 
the defense," he said. 
Weed said he feels that Miss Hearst 
wants to put him in the past rather than 
try to revive their relationship. 
"Of all the people, I feel 1 was much 
closer to Patty and because of that, I’m 
the only person she doesn’t want to see," 
he said "I don’t think she quite knows 
what to do with me." 
The climax of the prosecution’s case 
against Miss Hearst came Thursday 
when they played the "Tania” tape, in 
which she admitted taking part in the 
bank robbery. Miss Hearst sat dry-eyed 


but fidgeted nervously as the voice of 
Tania filled the courtroom. 


The "This is Tania” message recorded 
three days after the April 15, 1974, rob­ 
bery highlighted Thursday’s court ses­ 
sion, but it was overshadowed by the 
terrorist bombing at William Randolph 
Hearst’s San Simeon estate 160 miles 
south of San Francisco. 


In statements outside the courtroom, 
the heiress’ parents, Randolph and 
Catherine Hearst, said the explosion 
must have been in retaliation for Miss 
Hearst’s denunciation of her Symbionese 
Liberation Army kidnapers. 


A hushed, packed courtroom heard 
Miss Hearst’s soft but firm voice on the 
oft-played tape recording. She nervously 
fingered her face while the tape was be­ 
ing played, then wiped her nose with a 
handkerchief after it had finished.

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Wholesale prices stable 
Farm Bureau Lockheed board in special 
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WASHINGTON (U P I) - 
Wholesale prices were un­ 
changed in January as the cost 
of food and farm products 
declined for a third consecutive 
month, the Labor Department 
said today 
A 1.8 per cent drop in farm 
and wholesale food prices last 
month offset an 0.4 per cent in­ 
crease in the prices of manufac­ 
tured goods—the smallest ad­ 
vance in six months. 
Wholesale prices have shown 
little or no change since Oc­ 
tober, when they rose a sub­ 
stantial 1.8 per cent. They were 
unchanged in November and 
dropped a slight 0.4 per cent in 
December. 
The report provided another 
piece of good news in the ad­ 
ministration’s battle against in­ 
flation. But administration 
economists expect food prices 
to begin leveling off in the near 
future as the current modera­ 
tion in inflation becomes more 
gradual. 
Prices declined 2.8 per cent 
for farm products and 1.5 per 
cent for processed foods and 
feeds in January, contributing 
to a downward trend that began 
last November. Farm and food 
product prices have declined at 
a compound annual rate of 20 
per cent over the past three 
months. 
January’s 0.4 per cent in­ 
crease in industrial commodity 
prices was an indication that in­ 
flation also may be easing in 
this area. Prices of industrial 
commodities, which make up 
nearly 80 per cent of the items 
measured by the Labor Depart­ 
ment, have been rising at an 
ominous pace since early last 
year. 
Changes in the Wholesale 
Price Index generally foreshad­ 
ow changes in retail prices. The 
W holesale P rice Index in 
January was 179.4, or 4.4 per 
cent higher than a year earlier. 
This means that wholesale 
goods that cost 8100 in 1967, now 
cost $179.40. 
Among the farm and food 
prices that dropped were 
poultry, cattle, beef and veal, 
eggs, pork, cereal and bakery 
products and dairy products. 
Fresh vegetable prices also 
dropped after a sharp advance 
in December. 
Fuels and power prices fell 
during January following an in­ 
crease during the previous 
month. Also among the indus­ 
trial commodities, prices for 
lumber, wood products and non- 
metallic mineral products rose 
significantly. 
Among the power and fuel 
prices, there were declines for 
residual fuels, gasoline, natural 
gas and bituminous coal which 
more than offset increases for 
light and middle distillate oils, 
electric power and crude 
petroleum. 


Brinks robbed 


of $500.000 


SAN MATEO (UPI) - “ The 
guy has flair. He could have 
used bourbon. But no, he used 
champagne.”

Ed Trucco sum med up a 
Brink’s armored car guard who 
allegedly stuffed more than 
$500,000 into a champagne case 
while making his daily rounds 
and then vanished with the loot.

Five-hundred thousand dollars 
is a conservative estimate.” 


Army coffee 


spiked at 


maneuvers 


FRANKFURT, West Germa­ 
ny (UPI) — The American 
soldiers in the communications 
center for North Atlantic 
T re a ty 
O rg a n iz a tio n 
maneuvers laughed and cried. 
One saw “ small men” walking 
on his bed. 


Warrant Officer William Do­ 
well of Los Angeles noted he 
could not control his move­ 
ments. A usually reserved 
soldier technician waved gaily 
at passing senior officers in­ 
stead of saluting. 


All this happened Feb. 26, 
1975 during NATO’s “ Wintex” 
maneuvers in West Germany. 
The Defense Department is 
now investigating charges an 
unidentified soldier spiked the 
communication center’s coffee 
with LSD, causing 30 soldiers to 
suffer hallucinations. 
Army sources said the culprit 
is now a civilian but the army 
will try to bring him to trial 
nevertheless. 
“ I felt the way you do when 
you get a lot of pain killer 
before an operation,” the 
soldier technician said in a re­ 
cent interview. He is still in the 
Army and asked that his name 
be withheld. 


“ I was lightheaded. I had 
cramps and was sick. My vision 
was blurred and I could not con­ 
trol my movements. Others 
were laughing and crying. 
Rem em ber, this was the 
central communications tent 
for the maneuver.” 
He said he was so hard hit 
that five weeks later “ I was 
awakened by high pitched 
voices. The voices came from 
little men walking on the floor 
and on my bed.” 
Dowell, 40, who has since 
retired, reported he “ felt high 
suddenly. It was about 8 a.m. 
My thinking speeded up 60 
times its normal rate. I had to 
look down to see if my feet were 
moving when I wanted them 
to.” 
Dowell said he went outside 
the tent and jumped on a bus to 
the nearby town of Pirmasens. 


“ I started to talk to the 
German bus driver and I had a 
strange sensation," Dowell 
said. “ I was asking him ques­ 
tions, but I was hearing his 
answers before I could ask the 
questions.”

The government said Thurs­ 
day 18,901 persons died in the 
Feb. 4 earthquake and the 
hundreds of aftershocks that 
rocked the country over the last 
week. It listed 62.432 injured 
and more than one million 
homeless. 
In the capita), offices, gro­ 
cery stores and restaurants 
opened and traffic clogged the 
streets, giving the city a 
semblance of normalcy. Bull­ 
dozers moved to clear rubble 
from the streets. 


Van discovered 


in 'hit man' 
assassination 


SAN FRANCISCO (UPI) - 
The van and shotgun believed 
used in the slaying of former 
underworld “ hit man” Joseph 
“ The Baron” Barboza was 
found Thursday four blocks 
from where he was blasted to 
death on a quiet residential 
area street. 
Police said two live shells 
were in the 1912 Winchester 12- 
gauge shotgun and two expend­ 
ed casings were on the van’s 
floor. 
However, police said they had 
“ very little” else to go on in 
their hunt for the killers of the 
o n e -tim e New E n g la n d 
gangland enforcer who had 
turned informer. 
Barboza, 42, once testified he 
was “ an enforcer who kept the 
other enforcers in line” and 
that Frank Sinatra was a front 
man for Mafia investments in 
Las Vegas and Miami Beach. 
Sinatra denied those allega­ 
tions. 


But many frightened citizens 
preferred the relative security 
of tents pitched in the open air 
to life inside half-wrecked 
buildings in danger of collapse 
from cave-ins or more quakes. 
American aid to Guatemala 
has totaled 83 6 million and 
Parker brought “ an expression 
of sympathy and concern from 
President Ford and an expres­ 
sion of sympathy through Ford 
from the entire American 
people.” 
Parker took a 160-mile 
helicopter tour of the country­ 
side surrounding the capital, 
visiting several towns devastat­ 
ed by the quakes 
In Chimaltenango, 80 miles 
west of Guatemala City, Army 
Col. Thomas C. Birk, in charge 
of the 47th Field Hospital Unit, 
of Fort Sill, Okla., gave Parker 
a detailed tour of his portable 
hospital, bigger than many 
Guatemalan towns. 
The medical facility was 
flown in last Friday, set up 
Saturday morning and began 
receiving patients Saturday 
afternoon, most of them suffer- 
ing “ crush in g in ju r ie s,’ ’ 
according to Birk.

He said 
new procedures would be 
adopted to prevent a similar 
lowering when the facility is in 
operation.

P ro-Western forces near defeat 


United Press International 
Pro-Western forces aban­ 
doned their makeshift military 
headquarters in southern An­ 
gola today and all but formally 
conceded defeat to the advanc­ 
ing Soviet-backed troops. But 
they vowed to strike back with 
guerrilla-style attacks for the 
next decade. 
The army high command of 
the National Union for the Total 
Independence of Angola or­ 
dered its troops to abandon the 
last southern strongholds, in­ 
cluding Serpa Pinto — which 
only Thursday was named as 
the movement’s new military 
base. 
But the high command, in a 
statement released in Lusaka, 
Zambia, said the fittin g is far 
from over. 
“ We are determined to con­ 
tinue the fight in the forests, 
mountains and valleys to defeat 
the Russian, Cuban and Cze­ 
choslovakian invaders who 
know that in the long run they 
face the same fate as that of the 
Portuguese colonialists in 
Africa,” the statement said. 
Portugal pulled out of its 
former West African colony 
last November, leaving it to the 
warring factions. 
The army of the Soviet- 
backed Popular Movement for 
the Liberation of Angola, led by 
12.000 Cuban troops, swept vir­ 
tu ally unchecked a c ro ss 
southern Angola this week to Sa 
de Bandeira, some 150 miles 


from the frontier with South 
West Africa (Namibia). 
National Union officials in 
Lusaka, Zambia, said today the 
outpost had fallen to Popular 
Movement troops. In the north, 
the last pro-Western stronghold 
of Sao Salvador was abandoned 
Thursday, radio reports from 
Kinshasa, Zaire said 
The 
Johannesburg Rand Daily Mail 
said more than 250,000 refu­ 
gees, many sick or wounded, 
were fleeing toward the area 
ahead of the Marxist forces 
The border area, stretching 
about 30 miles into Angola, is 
held as a buffer zone by about 
5,000 South African troops dug 
in for defensive operations 
South African newspapers 
have predicted an imminent 
clash between the two sides 
National Union spokesman 
Jorge Sangumba said in Lusaka 
Thursday his troops could not 
stand up under the relentless 
assault of the Popular Move­ 
ment, rolling south with Soviet 
fighter planes, tanks, rockets 
and heavy guns. 
“ We have guns for a 10-year 
guerrilla campaign, but we can­ 
not fight the Russian tanks and 
rockets,” he said. 
Sangumba said earlier Na­ 
tional Union forces would 
harass the Popular Movement 
with hit-and-run strikes as long 
as it had arms. 
Marxist troops broke the 
back of the pro-Western forces 
this week with the capture of 


the pro-Western capital ol 
Huambo, and a string of key 
cities, including the ports of 
Lobito and Benguela on the 
Atlantic, the military supply 
base of Silva Porto and the 
eastern railroad junction of 
Luso 


National Union officials con­ 
ceded the loss of Luso, saying 
the entire 8№-mile length of the 
rusty British-owned Benguela 
railro ad w as now under 
Popular Movement control. 


In the north, Popular Move­ 
ment troops already have 
seized most of the territory 
once held by the National 
Union’s ally, the National Front 
for the Total Liberation of 
Angola.

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Los Olivos School to get 
new campus if voters ok it 


Dependent on ttw will of the 
voters, all Itf students of the 
Los Olivos Elementary School 
— a record enrollment in the 86- 
year history of the district — 
will attend classes starting next 
fall on a newly developed eight- 
acre site along Alamo Pintado 
Avenue across from the present 
educational facility. 
The electorate of the Los 
Olivos District, about 300 in 
number, will go to the polls on 
Tuesday. March 2. to cast 
ballots in a $140.000 bond elec­ 
tion to decide the single or split 
campus issue, A two-thirds 
majority is needed for passage. 
At the present time, construc­ 
tion is under way on the nucleus 
of a new school plant at the new 
locati(Hi. Financed with funds 
obtained via a $338.000 loan 
from the state, the buildings 
featuring utilization of pod and 
open courtyard design will in­ 
clude an ofhce. restrooms, four 
classrooms, and a kitchen 
which can be used on hot dog 
days and other school functions. 
the classrooms should be 
ready for use this spring by a 
portion of the school's pupils. 
Part of the $338.000 borrowed 
by the district from the state 
has also been used for the 
purchase of an additional three- 
plus acres to add to the'dis­ 
trict’s already acquired five 
acres. 


Net result has been the start 
of what District Supt. Gates 
Foss describes as one of the 
most expansive and Otilitarian 
campuses in the valley. 


Set in an atmosphere sur­ 
rounded by oak-covered hills 
and in the shadow of the San 
Rafael and Santa Ynez Moun­ 
tain Ranges, the play areas, 
developed in large, elevated 
sections, will include space for 
playgrounds for various age 
groups, a large baseball, foot­ 
ball and soccer field, and a 
blacktopped basketball court. 


One of the chief attractions 
will become a reality this sum­ 
mer when new tennis courts are 
installed thanks to the Santa 
Ynez Valley Elks recreation 
fund. 
The Elks in developing the 
court at the new Los Olivos 
camfHis for use by both the stu­ 
dents and the community-at- 
large will thus continue their 
pattern of building courts at 
valley schools. Previously the 
Elks have provided courts at 
Jonata School in Buellton and 
the Santa Ynez Elementary 
School.

The old structure, containing 
a 45 by 60-foot gymnasium 
which.

Because it 
failed to meet the 1933 Field 
Act (earthquake safety) stan­ 
dards. it had to be closed for 
school use. 
The bond measure is neces­ 
sary. Foss said, because the 
state will not allocate any funds 
for future growth nor will it 
finance moving other buildings, 
including a kindergarten room 
built in 1953, a modulux which 
was placed in operation in 1966 
and two classrooms and a 
storage room constructed in 
1968. to the new campus across 
the street. 
Foss said trustees of the dis­ 
trict in asking for the $140,000 in 
bond money, have cut exten­ 
sively from an original es­ 
timate of $260,000 for the 
project. 
The total cost covered by the 
bond measure incliKles $34,900 
for the relocation of the ex­ 
isting buildings. $78,000 for an 
additional 
classroom, 
restrooms and workroom, and 
$26,400 for site development. 
Trustee Willy Chamberlin, in 
describing the .forthcoming 
election and urging passage of 
the bonds at a recent meeting of 
tl№ Los Olivos Improvement 
Assn., declared Los Olivos was 
now in the throes of “ growing 
pains,’’ and cited the ever- 
increasing enrollment at the 
school. 
The school population has 
jumped fremi» in 1972 and 1973 
to 115 in ’74.118 in '75 to today’s 
149, he noted. 
Chamberlin said moving of 
the present buildings, creating 
a new classroom and utilizing 
the classro(Hns now under con­ 
struction will result in meeting 
only the needs of the district to­ 
day. 
With the amount of building 
going on in the community and 
an influx of new people to the 
area, he indicated that it would 
be difficult to say how long it 
will be before even more clas­ 
srooms will be required. 
Chamberlin also noted at the 
LOIA session that several 
groups in the valley community 
had expressed an interest in 
buying the old school building 
and other suggestions had been 
made that it be retained for 
community use.

logical to assume there will be 
more students per class? 
Teachers complain that they 
cannot properly teach these 
larger classes, and it is the 
children who will really suf­ 
fer 
from a lowered (or nonex­ 
istent ) amount of individualized 
help, treatment, and study that 
each and every student has a 
right to expect and receive. 
Bigger is not better, it is the 
evil of centralization. (Ask the 
Federal Government or ques­ 
tion L A about the number of 
graduating students they have 
that cannot even read a T V. 
Guide). 
Out of a $17 5 million school 
budget (with administration 
costs at approximately $13 
million) isn’t there an easier 
way to save $122,000? Must our 
children lose the educational 
b e n e fits 
of 
sm a lle r 
neighborhood schools (a basic 
concept this district was based 
on) so as to enable our $13 
million adm inistration to 
achieve flexibility of staffing? 
Schools are built for better 
education, not to accommodate 
the management. Why don’t we 
close some of the loopholes that 
allow administrators to collect 
as much as $22,800 in ac­ 
cumulated vacation pay, as a 
cost saving measure? That 
$22,800 would have helped keep 
La Mesa open for almost half a 
year. It makes one wonder what 
else is going on in our school 
district. 
Even if you aren’t a parent, 
as a taxpayer you should be 
concerned. Why have your 
taxes gone up $1.96 per $100 
(bringing the total to $5.19 per 
$100) if not to cover the in­ 
flationary rise in expenses, as 
allowed by SB 90? How can we 
allow the "trustees" to raise 
taxes and then turn around and 
close schools? This does not 
make sense, nor does it add up, 
I might add. 
Some people seem to have the 
misconception that the issue in 
this matter is busing. That 
simply is not true. Our main 
concern is for the maintenance 
of a better education for the 
ohildren of Lompoc. But, there 
are other things at stake here, 
such as: does the school board 
have the right to ignore parents 
and taxpayers? Do they have 
the right to close these schools 
over the protest of parents and 
taxpayers? Did they truly con­ 
sider all the alternatives 
available?

Two of the main reasons the 
Board of Trustees used to 
justify closing Miguelito and La 
Mesa schools were declining 
enrollment and the need to 
operate schools as economical­ 
ly as possible. Using some 
statistics the school district 
likes to quote, lets make some 
'calculations. 
With 11,000 students this year 
and one teacher for every 28.5 
students, the district should 


have ap p roxim ately 386 
teachers. The district has 900 
em ployes, minus the 386 
teachers gives us 514 non­ 
teaching personnel 514 people 
for 11,000 students, that is about 
one for every 21 students The 
peak enrollment was the '67'68 
year — 14,000 students. A 
decrease of 3,000 students 
would mean a decrease of 104 
teachers (1 per 28 5 students). 
A person would assume the 
d ecrea se m ight m ean a 
decrease in the non-teaching 
personnel (1 per 21 students) of 
143 The school board would im­ 
mediately say that is impossi­ 
ble. the job still has to be done 
no matter how many students 
there are.

racing to beat an impending 
agreement with Russia banning 
big nuclear tests, unleashed a 
hydrogen warhead Thursday 
that carved a cavern under 
Nevada big enough to hold the 
Empire State Building and sent 
earthquake-like shock waves 
rolling through four states 
The blast, code named "Fon- 
tina.” delivered a yield of from 
200 kilotons to one megaton, a 
maximum punch 50 times the 
power of the atom bombs that 
demolished Hiroshima and 
Nagasaki. 
The explosion was felt sharp­ 
ly in Las Vegas, 125 miles to the 
south, and for 300 miles around, 
from Salt Lake City on the 
north, to Bullhead City, Ariz., 
on the south and in California’s 
San Joaquin Valley to the west. 
Residents said high rise 
buildings in Las Vegas rocked 
from north to south as the shock 
waves rippled through. Hanging 
fixtures and frames swung in 
homes and utility poles and 
power lines whipped under the 
impact. 
Seismographs registered the 
explosion at 6.0 on the Richter 
scale at Caltech in Pasadena, 
Calif., and 6.2 at the University 
of Utah in Salt Lake City.

$1 million dam age 


in castle bom bing 


SAN SIMEON, Calif (UPI) 
— A powerful bomb Thursday 
ripped a guest cottage at the 
seaside palace built by William 
Randolph Hearst, doing more 
than $1 million damage in an at­ 
tack blamed by the Hearst 
family on radical “maniacs” 
trying “to terrorize Patty.” 
The bomb blasted through a 
concrete wall in the two-story 
guest house overlooking the 
Pacific near a similar cottage 
the Hearst family uses as an oc­ 
casional weekend retreat, a 
privilege retained when they 
gave the lavish $50 million es­ 
tate to California in 1958. 
It is now known officially as 
the Hearst San Simeon State 
Historical Monument and is 
open to the public. 
A group of 53 tourists had just 
left the three-cottage compound 
when the bomb, left on the 
veranda, blasted a hole three 
feet wide through the eight-inch 
thick concrete wall. It shat­ 
tered marble, tile and glass art 
objects and destroyed rugs, 
tapestries, vases and statues 
dating back to the Middle Ages. 
In San Francisco, Patricia 
Hearst’s father Randolf blamed 
the bombing on “a bunch of 


maniacs” with “the same men­ 
tality as those who killed 
Marcus Foster and kidnaped 
Patricia” — crimes committed 
by the Symbionese Liberation 
Army. 
“It shows the vicious, terrible 
people Patty was with,” said 
her mother Catherine, calling 
the bombing “an attempt to 
terrorize Patty.” 
Miss Hearst’s trial defense is 
that she was frightened into 
taking part in SLA crimes 
against her will. 
Miss Hearst’s grandfather, 
the storied founder of the 
Hearst newspaper dynasty, 
used the bombed cottage to 
house visiting movie stars and 
European nobles in the 1920s 
and ‘30s Hearst lived in the 100- 
room main castle up the hill 
with his m istress, actress 
Marion Davies, giving famous 
parties and spending $1 million 
a year on art objects, inspiring 
Orsen Wells’ classic movie 
“Citizen Kane.” 
San Luis Obispo County 
Sheriff John Pierce estimated 
the damage at $1 million to the 
contents to the cottage plus the 
structural damage to the 
building

Mercenary 
probe revealed 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - The 
Justice Department is investi­ 
gating the possible recruitment 
of American mercenaries to 
fight in Angola, according to a 
department spokesman 
The announcement Thursday 
followed Reports that a group of 
Vietnam veterans is training 
about 1.500 Americans to fight 
in Angola 
The group, called Veterans 
Opportunity Project, is training 
in the Washington area and is 
loosely affiliated with the 
Congress of Racial Equality, 
the Washington Star reported 
Thursday. 
Maj Warren Goodall, said to 
be one of the leaders of the 
group, refused to say who is 
financing the venture. “We 
don’t talk about that,” he told 
UPI. And “there is no one" in 
the organization who would 
Asked when the group plans 
to leave, he said, “We’re on 
stand-by right now.” 
There also are reports that 
the Soviet-backed Popular 
Movement for the Liberation of 
Angola has arrested two 
Florida-based American pilots 
whose plane landed in Angola. 
A State Department official 
said the MPLA called the air­ 
craft a mercenary plane, and 
said pilot Roger A. Carley of 
Miami Shores. Fla., and copilot 
Richard Fusakio of Wilton 
Manors.

WASHINGTON (UPI) - The 
Securities and Exchange Com­ 
mission has alleged that Boeing 
Co. paid bribes to foreign 
government officials similar to 
those of Lockheed Aircraft 
Corp. 
Boeing immediately denied 
the SEC allegations, but ap­ 
pealed to a federal court in 
Seattle Thursday to protect its 
internal 
docum ents 
from 
“needless disclosure.” 
The company said no illegal 
political contributions were 
made, but fees were paid to 
sales representatives and con­ 
sultants to assist foreign sales. 
Foreign government officials 
were never used, it said. 
The SEC said it learned last 
August that Boeing had spent 
corporate money for improper 
purposes including “political 
contributions, bribes and kick­ 
backs." These alleged illegal 
payments were covered up 
through “false entries” in the 
books and records of Boeing 
and its affiliates, the SEC said. 
On Capitol Hill, Sen. William 
Proxmire, D-Wis., said his 
Senate Banking Committee will 
launch an investigation to 
determine whether payment of 
bribes has crippled Lockheed’s 
ability to repay $195 million in 
government guaranteed loans 
that prevented the company’s 
bankruptcy in 1971. 
The General Accounting Of­ 
fice said Jan. 30 revelations of 
bribes to foreign officials could 
damage Lookheed’s overseas 
sales to the point it could not 
repay the government-backed 
loans. 
“Within two weeks, events

Ford ends first year 
with $1,239 in bank

The White 
House said his combined taxes 
for 1975 could exceed $115.000 
once the returns are filed.

New York City debt 
estimate $1 billion 


NEW YORK (U P I)- T h e e x ­ 
act amount of New York City’s 
deficit may exceed $1 billion, a 
figure that could throw askew 
current plans to put the finan­ 
cially shaky city on sound 
economic footing. 
Mayor Abraham Beame and 
fiscal experts spent the Lin­ 
coln's birthday holiday Thurs­ 
day trying to determine how 
much the city’s fiscal condition 
had deteriorated since last fall 
when the original deficit es­ 
timate was formulated. 
Sources said the new deficit 
figure was expected to surpass 
previous assumptions by about 
$300 million and may reach 
$1 024 billion. 
The Mayor planned to brief 
the City Council leadership and 
Board of Estim ate on the 
deficit situation today before 
the formal meeting of the 
Emergency Financial Control 
Board, which was created last 
year by the state to oversee 
New York’s financial affairs. 
The board is in the process of 
reviewing the city’s financial 
state with the idea of mapping 
out a new fiscal plan. In addi­ 
tion to the deficit calculations, 
Beame was expected to present 
to the board details of his 


proposed cutbacks on capital 
projects already under way. 
Since October the city has 
operated on the assumption 
that its deficit — the amount by 
which expenses exceeded reve­ 
nues — was $724 million The of­ 
ficial plan to balance the city 
budget within three years was 
predicated on that assumption. 
But Beame disclosed last 
month that revenues had fallen 
short of his expectations and 
such expenses as welfare and 
Medicaid had increased faster 
than anticipated. He said then 
that the $724 million figure was 
no longer a valid measuring 
stick of the city's fiscal ills. 
A new estimated deficit of

Kreiner, who won a World Cup giant sl­ 
alom in 1974 at Pfronten, West Germany, 
clocked 1 minute, 29.13 seconds in her 
gold medal run to the 1:29.25 of Rosi 
Danielle Debernard of France took the 
bronze in 1:29.95. 
No Americans finished in the top 10 of 
the final Alpine race for the women. 
Lindy Cochran of Richmond, Vt., had the 
fastest U.S. time, 1:31.33, for 11th place. 
Mary Seaton of Hancock, Mich., 
finished an unofficial 17th and Cindy 
Nelson of Lutsen, Minn., bronze medalist 
in the downhill, was 21st. 
Earlier, Jan Egil Storholt won Norway 
his second gold of the Games when he 
took the men’s 1,500-meter speed skating 
title from Russia’s Yuri Kondakov and 
Hans Van Helden of Holland.

It helps to be 275 
Oldfield expounds on teaching 


THE SPORT of shotputting has spawned 
some eccentric characters, but the king 
of the shot flakes is Brian Oldfield, who 
also happens to own the world record. 


By IRA BERKOW 


Brian Oldfield is prodigious. He broke the 
world shot-put record last year with a heave 
of 75 feet, more than two feet farther than 
anyone from Hercules to Parry O’Brien had 
ever flung it. 
Oldfield stands 6 feet 5, weighs normally 
around 275 pounds, has a 19-inch neck, thighs 
equally as thick, and wide, wide shoulders on 
a torso that tapers to a 37-inch waist. 
He runs the 106-yard dash in 10.3, can soar 
and stuff a basketball backwards over his 
head from a standing position, and is so 
strong that, if need be, he could probably 
balance the world on his back. 
His behavior has been as unusual as his 
physicalness. “ I have taken the liberty of be­ 
ing Brian Oldfield,” he says. His shot-put 
style is revolutionary, throwing loose like a 
discus-thrower. 
On his rippling frame he has worn a fish-net 
track suit and also a star-spangled ensemble 
in track meets. He chides his colleagues call­ 
ing them “ nurds.” Their whole world is 
centered around that 16-pound ball,” he says. 
And he has sat in the middle of the infield of a 
meet and puffed on a cigarette, to the con­ 
sternation of officials. 
Nothing new for Oldfield. In high school at 
South Elgin, Illinois, he once tried to jump 
over a podium in the auditorium just to see if 
he could. He bellowed, “ Give me strength, 
Zeus!” and bounded over the podium, and 
into the lap of his economics teacher. 
At Middle Tennessee State College, he 
drank, smoked, rumbled, and was a general 
no-goodnik until one day a high-voltage bulb 
went on in his head. “ I discovered that the 


harder I worked at the shot,” he said, “ the 
luckier I got.” 
This somewhat changed his life. But at age 
30 he still harbors a resentment toward 
teachers and coaches. “ Most teach by the 
book, and not bv their experiences,” said Old­ 
field. 
Oldfield had an opportunity to try his own 
teaching technique, and instead of ending up 
as an inmate in a reform school, as many 
predicted, he ended up teaching at one. 
Oldfield discussed this recently in a 
restaurant during a break from touring for 
the International Track Association, of which 
he is a featured attraction (and will be seen 
on Network tv on March 27). He wore an un­ 
characteristic suit. tie. vest and watch-chain 
t u c k e d 
in 
a 
s i d e p o c k e t 
— 
b u t , 
characteristically, no watch at the end of the 
chain. 
His blond hair was styled softly on his 
forehead, his eyes are alive, and his fingers 
surprisingly long and delicate, the better to 
tweeze into the most remote nooks and cran­ 
nies of his Roast Long Island Duckling 
Jubilee. 
For more than two years from 1970 to mid- 
1972, Oldfield taught delinquent youths at the 
Illinois State Training School for Boys (now 
called Youth Center), a correctional institu­ 
tion in St. Charles, and according to the 
superintendant, Alfred Buscher, “was one of 
the best teachers I had.” 
‘ ‘ Brian took kids who were academically 
retarded and taught them as much reading in 
two or three months as normally could be 
taught in 10 months,” he said. “ Behind the 
comedian and tough-guy front, he’s really the 
softest guy in the world.” 


Oldfield motivated these kids to read like 
this: “ I said. ‘If you guys want to be thieves, 
you might as well be good thieves. You gotta 
be able to read the label to know if you’re 
stealing 20 per cent nylon or all wool.” 


“I had another incentive that worked 
well,” Oldfield says. “ Sometimes I’d drop 
’em a porno book.” 
Oldfield was the friendly disciplinarian of 
the school. “ If a kid started frontin’ on m e,” 
said Oldfieldt “ I’d just pick up the chair he 
was sitting in and press it to the ceiling about 
four or five tim es.” 
Oldfield, who could empathize with the 
needs of these boys because he was once 
nearly such a kid, said he understood the love 
they needed. “The little kids would be hang­ 
ing on my leg, and the big kids would be pop- 
pin’ at me, you know, playful jabbing in the 
air." 
Oldfield also had the kids w ater and work 
with plants. “ My room had the windows with 
the sun in the morning,” said Oldfield. “ And I 
got these kids to watering and pluckin’ and 
prunin’ the geraniums and plants. They liked 
making things live, and they liked the nice 
smell. We became real horticulturists.” 
Oldfield said the kids listened to him 
because he could laugh at himself when he 
made a mistake, and also respected that he 
could do all the things they could — from 
swimming to making posters — and usually 
do it better. 
Oldfield was asked if the boys weren’t 
perhaps also intimidated by him? 
“ Well,” he said, “ maybe. It is a nice little 
thing to have.”

Cabrillo. In the four previous Northern League Tourna­ 
ments, the two Valley schools have taken the two top spots in 
the tourney (and in league standings) three times. 
The Braves (9-1) go into action with a one-point lead over 
Cabrillo (8-2), and a 2Vfc-point lead over San Luis Obispo (6-3- 
1). A team gets one point for each dual meet win (half point 
for a tie). 
But that Lompoc lead over Cabrillo doesn’t mean much, 
since this tourney counts double. The winning team gets 10 
team points, second place gets eight, then 6-4-2-0 for the 
others 
, 
In other words, whichever local team finishes ahead of the 
other tomorrow will be league champ. 
Just for excitement, throw in the specter of dark-horse San 
Luis, as well as several fine individual wrestlers who could 
play spoiler for either of the local teams 
But the tourney still looks like Lompoc vs. Cabrillo. After 
the Braves lost their season-opening dual meet to San Luis 
by four points, the two Valley team s won 15 straight meets 
against out-of-town foes. 
The league’s six coaches got together last night for a 
seeding meeting, where the wrestlers in each weight class 
were ranked one through six on the basis of league perfor­ 
mances. 
The Braves had five wrestlers seeded number-one, 
Cabrillo had three top seeds. The first and second seed in 
each class has the advantage of a bye in the tourney's open­ 
ing round, while the fourth and fifth seeds battle on one mat 
and the third and sixth seeds fight on another. 
“There's no question that Lompoc was the best dual match 
tehm in the league." said Cabrillo coach Dave Long, who 
later added, “ dual matches and tournaments are completely 
different It's really a three-way race right now. There’s no 


team, including Lompoc, that can completely dominate the 
tournament, have five or six or seven champs ” 
“We re going to have to have an outstanding performance 
to win," agreed Lompoc coach Jerry Hamstad. 
Lompoc's number-one seeds are Dennis Katsuda (98), 
Charlev Cheney (106), Lester Huyck (135), Carey Small

If the league had to 
designate a superstar, it would be Hall who has a 24-0 overall 
record this season.

How come 
you're not doing anything about this big hassle between the owners 
and the players’’ Are they going to play baseball at all this summer 
or not’’ 
Bowie Kuhn was heard all the questions. He has heard them so 
many times, they make his head spin . 
•’I remain hopeful we will go ahead with spring training on our 
normal schedule and I’m confident we’ll have our baseball 
season." he says 
What makes him so confident? 
••Some obvious things." he says. "Both the clubs and players 
Iwant to go. The clubs already have made an offer, one which I con­ 
sider fair, and I am certain they are prepared to take a positive 
and constructive attitiKle toward finding a solution. I have to think 
Marvin Miller feels the same way because I know the players do." 
Marvin Miller, the fly in baseball's ointment. The energetic, im­ 
aginative head of the Players' Association and the nemesis of all 
the owners He has achieved numerous gains for the ballplayers 
since they hired him to represent them 10 years ago and having the 
reserve clause being declared illegal now is by far his most impor­ 
tant victory yet. Some people say he would like to be the commis­ 
sioner. 
Bowie Kuhn doesn't think so but he does think Miller would like 
to see the commissionership eliminated. 
In the seven years he has been commissioner. Kuhn says, the 
present deadlock between the owners and the Players’ Association 
led by Miller is easily the toughest one which has ever confronted 
him 
•people keep asking me why I don't do something? ” Kuhn says. 
•‘A commissioner cannot direct a national labor union like the 
Players' Association what to do. The commissioner cannot direct 
the'owners to any particular settlement either, liiat's not part of 
his powers. Nonetheless, he does have significant influencb with 
the clubs and he should use that to help them achieve a fair solu­ 
tion. I have. I am and I will." 
Kuhn says baseball cannot function under the recent decisions 
making Aiidy Messersmith and Dave McNally free agents and. in 
effect, knocking out the reserve clause. 
"This points up an area where Mr. Miller and I are in 
agreement." the commissioner says. "He knows baseball needs a 
reserve system just as I do. He knows baseball can't live with ‘a 
Messersmith decision.' He has said repeatedly there has to be a 
reserve system." 
Baseball is flourishing around the world as it never has before, 
according to Kuhn, but he concedes there is ‘‘no su^ar-coating" its 
present labor problems. 
"Still if you are to ask me if baseball would be better off if there 
were no Marvin Miller nor any Players' Association. I’d have to 
say no.” he says. 
“When he came wi the scene, the players were really suffering 
from want of adequate full-time representation. They wanted it 
and they needed it. When Miller came into the picture, he was able 
to achieve things for the players which were altogether ri^ t and 
he’s continued to do that whether you’re talking about pen^Mis. 
meal money or hotel accommodations or whether you’re talking 
about getting a well-organized relationship with the clubs, which 
you need to function.”

Oil and the National Chamber 


There are currently three 
pieces of legislation before the 
Congress which deal with what 
their authors see as an oil 
company monopoly in the 
United States. 
While one of the bills attacks 
v e r t i c a l c o n t r o l of oil 
facilities, and another attacks 
h o r i z o n t a l 
c o n t r o l 
of 
resources, the third, spon­ 
sored by John Tunney of 
California, combines the other 
two bills into the sort of grand 
slam approach we can sup­ 
port, if only because it deals 
with the whole problem at 
once. 
Tunney’s bill would make it 
unlawful for oil producers, 
refiners, and marketing out­ 
lets to be jointly owned or con- 
troled; and it would make it 
unlawful for any oil or gas 
company to diversify into 
other energy fields, such as 
geothermal, nuclear, oil shale, 
or solar. 
The Chamber of Commerce 
of the United States is 
vehemently opposed to any 
leg islation which would 


threaten the dismemberment 
of the huge oil industry on the 
basis that “to outlaw the use 
of modem business organiza­ 
tion in any industry is counter 
productive, at best.” 


Too, the Chamber has 
argued that oil industry 
divestiture would eliminate 
the competition that presently 
exists, and that the only thing 
keeping prices as low as they 
are now is the abundance of 
competition among the in­ 
tegrated oil companies. 


We would never have 
thought monopoly was a 
modem business practice, nor 
would we have thought oil and 
gasoline prices to be par­ 
ticularly low. But perhaps we 
are forgetting about the oil 
embargo of several years ago 
and how supply became so low 
prices had to rise to purchase 
what gas was available. Of 
course we would also have to 
forget all the horror stories 
told by those who deal with oil 
companies relative to storage 
tanks being full to the brim 


and of tankers waiting patient­ 
ly offshore for someplace to 
unload their holds. 


We understand the law of 
supply and demand, and we 
know that where prices are 
l o w e s t , 
th e re will the 
dollars be found, other things 
being equal. Competition is in 
the best interests of the people 
of the United States, even if it 
isn’t sometimes in the best in­ 
terests of some of the various 
businesses who, from time to 
time, tend to exploit the con­ 
sumer. 


The National Chamber ap­ 
parently feels the oil industry 
is as competitive as it could be 
right now. We cannot agree 
and are surprised that an 
organization like the Chamber 
of Commerce, which is based 
on the free enterprise system 
and the competition which 
makes that system flourish, 
would promote business prac­ 
tices which are not in the best 
interests of either business 
generally or the consumer 
specifically.

NASA's fishing expedition 


WASHINGTON — A top space official, 
who went salmon fishing last year with 
Boeing bigwigs, tried afterward to 
award his fishing companions a 
'‘wasteful,’’ $200,000 contract. 
The inside story is told in confidential 
memos from the files of the National 
Aeronautics and Space Administration 
(NASA). 
The memos identify 
the obliging space of­ 
ficial as. Jack A. 
Jones, a quality con­ 
trol chief based in 
Houston. He was taken 
fishing by corporate 
executives during a 
visit to Boeing’s Seat­ 
tle headquarters. 
Another space of­ 
fic ia l. Joseph H. 
Levine, was included 
on the fishing trip but 
played no part in seeking the $200,000 
contract for his hosts. 
The incident was turned into stark 
drama when the complainant, James 
Maxwell, suddenly died of a heart attack 
after he brought the scandal to the atten­ 
tion of NASA investigators. Friends say 
his diligence in pressing the investiga­ 
tion helped bring on the fatal attack. 
Maxwell was upset because his name 
was listed as the NASA engineer who had 
requested the $200,000 contract. The 
money was supposed to be spent for 
research equipment that he thought was 
unnecessary. According to a confidential 
report, he saw “absolutely no need for 
this purchase request’’ and considered it 
“wasteful to spend (the) money.” 
It was Jones, not Maxwell, who sought 
the $200.000 contract for Boeing, the 
documents charge. He allegedly began 
pushing for the contract immediately 
after he returned from the fishing trip 
with Boeing executives. 
The outraged Maxwell complained 
that the use of his name ‘‘implicates me 
in a violation of law." He died before 
NASA completed its investigation, which 
resulted in canceling the contract. Jones 
and Levine got off. however, with a mild 
reprimand. 
Footnote: A NASA spokesman con­ 
firmed that Jones and Levine were 
entertained by Boeing on the fishing trip 
and acknowledged that Jones had sought 
a $200,000 contract for Boeing after his 
return. Norman Wynn, one of the Boeing 
hosts on the salmon excursion, con­ 
firmed that it took place, called the af­ 
fair “insignificant” and hung up on our 
reporter. Marc Smolonsky. Jones and 
Levine did not return our calls. 
SURVEILLANCE SUBSIDY: 
When 
local policemen or prosecutors need 
special help to spy on alleged criminals, 
they turn to Uncle Sam for help. During 
the past seven years, the federal Law 
Enforcement Assistance Administration 
(LEAA) has responded with unusual 
generosity. 
The agency has distributed a stagger­ 
ing total of $160.8 million to support 1,929 
intelligence-related projects around the 
country. The figures were provided to 
Chairwoman Bella Abzug, D-N.Y., 
whose Government Information subcom­ 
mittee is investigating federal snooping. 
Approximately $2.5 million dollars was 
earmarked directly for the ‘‘purchase of 
electronic surveillance equipment,” ac­ 
cording to the LEAA report provided to 
Abzug. 
Incrediby, $1.3 million of the bugging 
equipment went to states which either 


prohibited wiretaps or had no specific 
laws on bugging. 
California, for example, outlaws 
wiretapping except in unique circum­ 
stances. Yet, the federal government 
gave California authorities $№,596 for 
sophisticated surveillance equipment. 
The California Department of Justice 
acquired, among other things, ten 
“beeper” systems, which allow police to 
follow vehicles at a distance, 15 voice- 
activated tape recorders, 36 miniature 
microphones and headsets, and five 
“intelligence kits” at $2,500 apiece. 
Other states which prohibited wiretaps 
at the time they received their LEAA 
grants — Illinois. Kentucky, Louisiana, 
Michigan and North Carolina — were 
supplied with body transmitters, auto 
tracking devices, and other unspecified 
“technical surveillance equipment." 
Even when money is doled out to states 
where wiretapping is legal, there is little 
method to LEAA’s made giveaway. Of­ 
ficial bugging is legal, for example, in 
New Jersey. There state authorities 
spent $206.093 in federal funds to buy 
eavesdropping equipment to handle 806 
authorized wiretaps. 
But. the report noted, there was “no 
correlation between the nupiber of 
wiretap authorizations and the amount of 
funds expended for electronic sur­ 
veillance equipment.” 
Clearly. LEAA exhibits little control 
over the local spending and use of the 
equipment. The report points out, in fact, 
that 25 states simply refused to provide 


LEAA with an itemized breakdown for 
the bugging equipment bought with 
LEAA money. 
PRESIDENTIAL ODDS Jimmy “The 
Greek" Snyder, our political oddsmaker, 
rates President Ford a runaway favorite 
to win the Republican nomination, with 
Sen. Hubert Humphrey, D-Minn., his 
most likely opponent. 
Ford’s nomination is such a safe bet, in 
Jimmy’s book, that a betting man would 
have to put up $3 on the President to win 
$1. 
Anyone wishing to take a risk on 
Ronald Reagan, on the other hand, could 
collect $7 on a $2 bet. Third in the GOP 
ratings, at 8 to 1 odds, is Vice President 
Nelson Rockefeller. 


Humphrey is a 2 to 1 favorite to win the 
Democratic presidential nomination. In 
other words, a $1 bet would be worth $2 if 
he is nominated. 


He is followed by Sen. Henry Jackson, 
D-Wash , 4 to 1, Georgia's ex-Gov. Jim­ 
my Carter, 5 to 1; Sen. Edward Kennedy, 
D-Mass., 8 to 1, and Sen. Birch Bayh, D- 
Ind . 10 to 1. 
Alabama's Gov. George Wallace and 
Texas’ Sen. Lloyd Bentsen are far 
behind, as Jimmy the Greek calculates 
the odds, with only a 20 to 1 chance of 
winning the nomination. The other 
Democratic aspirants are 25 to 1 long 
shots, except for ex-Sen. Eugene Mc­ 
Carthy, D-Minn., and Sen. George 
McGovern, D-S.D., whom Jimmy gives 
only a 50 to 1 chance.

Occasionally a newspaper carrying my 
words will mistakenly ascribe them to 
Mr. Art Buchwald, even furnishing a pic­ 
ture of him (most recently this brought 
from Buchwald a note, "Bill: how do you 
manage to stay so young?” ). I wish to 
record that what follows is not a column 
by Art Buchwald. It is a column by me, 
WFB, and it features a 
communication by the 
Attorney General of 
the State of Wisconsin. 
So far as I know, it is 
not a hoax. The com­ 
munication is entitled, 
‘‘Employment Ap­ 
plication Form Ques­ 
tions Which May Lead 
to Discrimination.” 
The communication 
is 
d e s ig n e d 
for 
e m p lo y e r s 
in 
Wisconsin who desire 
not to break the law, especially Title VII 
of the Civil Rights Act of 1964, which 
some of us will remember as the law 
Senator Barry Goldwater voted against 
on the grounds that it was uncon­ 
stitutional. Perhaps it isn’t uncon­ 
stitutional, but it is certainly a lot of 
other things. 
The Attorney General’s office wishes 
every Wisconsinite to know that "when 
he inquires into any of (the enumerated) 
factors” — i.e., in interviewing or 
soliciting information from a prospec­ 
tive employe — “he is running a risk of 
encouraging unlawful discrimination.” 
This is so even when you don’t act on the 
information — the mere asking of the 
questions might tend “to discourage 
women or minorities from even applying 
for jobs." 
Here’s a list of what you can’t ask. 
1. "Age? Date of birth?” You might 
find yourself violating the laws that 
prohibit age discrimination. 
2. “Arrest?” Absolutely not. An arrest 
is no indication “whatsoever” of guilt, 
and “historically minorities have suf­ 
fered proportionately more arrests than 
others.” 
3. “Available for Saturday and Sunday 
work?” No. You see, some people 
“belong to religious sects that prohibit 
work on Saturday or Sunday.” For some 
reason, the Attorney General appears to 
show no concern for people who belong to 
religious sects that prohibit work on 
Wednesdays; or, for that matter, to 
sects that discourage any work at all. 
4. “Children under 18? Number of 
children? Age of children? What 
arrangements will you make for care of 
minor children?” No sirree. “The pur­ 
pose of these questions is to explore what 
the employer believes to be a common 
source of absenteeism and tardiness. But 
why explore this area in such an indirect 
way, and in a way which applies only to 
women for all practical purposes?" The 
Civil Rights Act of 1964 forgot to make 
men mothers. 
6. “Convictions?” “Probably unlawful. 
See Carter v. Gallagher, 451 F 2d 315 (8th 
Cir. 1971). This is because some minority 
groups in our society have conviction 
records substantially in excess of the 
average...” 
7. “Credit Record? (Charge account? 
Own your own home? Own your own fur­ 
niture? Own a car?)” No. “Because 
minority persons are far poorer on the 
average than whites, consideration of 
these factors has an adverse effect...” 
8. “Eyes? Hair?” “Eye color and hair 
color are not related to the performance 
of any job and may serve to indicate an 
employe’s race or religion.” What if you 
want a natural blonde to advertise a lip­ 
stick that goes with natural blonde hair? 
10. “Friends or relatives working for 
us?” No. You may have a dispropor­ 
tionate number of non-female, non­ 
minority friends. 
11. “ G a rn ish m e n t r e c o r d ? ’’ 
“...minorities suffer wage garnishment 
substantially more often than do 
whites.” 
12. “Height? Weight?” No. Such ques­ 
tions might have “the effect of excluding 
above-average percentages of women 
and members of certain nationality 
groups.” Milesians and Hottentots, one 
supposes. 
Numbers 14 - 18 are antisexist, 
proscribing, “maiden name?” “marital 
status?’’ ‘‘Mr., Miss, or Mrs.?’’ 
(“.. simply another way of asking the ap­ 
plicant’s sex...” ) 
The list closes with 21, “widowed, 
divorced or separated?” “Recent 
statistics show that many more black 
than white persons are either widowed, 
divorced or separated...” 
What I would like to do, if I lived in 
Wisconsin, is file a citizen’s suit against 


the Attorney General for sponsoring a 
document that is itself sexist and racist 
in its implications. I would have him 
tried and convicted, and sentenced to eat 
his communication, all six pages of it, in 
public. One wonders what questions one 


would be permitted to ask a prospective 
juror at the Attorney General’s trial. If 
you asked, “Are you bright?” and the 
answer was affirmative, then clearly the 
AG would not be tried by a jury of his 
peers.

Taking care of their own 


Congressmen certainly take care of 
their own. 
Congressman Alphonzo Bell was 
quoted recently in “Money Manager” 
magazine as follows: 
“We have raised our own salaries. We 
have created automatic future pay 
raises for ourselves by tying our salaries 
to the cost-of-living in­ 
dex. We have in­ 
creased the number of 
free round trips to our 
home districts during 
each Congress from 36 
to 52. We have, in addi­ 
tion, given ourselves 
and one of our staff 
members a free round 
trip 
to 
the 
organizational caucus 
of each Congress. We 
have increased our an- 
nual 
s t a t io n e r y 
allowance by $1,250, up 23.8 per cent. We 
have increased our district office 
allowance by 42.8 per cent. We have 
changed the telecommunications for­ 
mula with the practical effect of increas­ 
ing our allowances in this category. 


“We have increased our staff salary 
allowance by $32,064 (per year) per of­ 
fice, up 18.5 per cent. We have increased 
the permissible size of our office staffs 
from 16 to 18, up 12.5 per cent. We have 
increased the special allowance for air 
mail and special delivery stamps by 25.2 
per cent. We have created a new budget 
of approximately $5,000 per member to 
reimburse the printing costs of two 
newsletters each year. We have passed, 
and await Senate action on, legislation 
which will probably more than double 
the tax deduction of our living expenses 
in the District of Columbia. In the last 20 
years, while the population of this 
country was increasing by 30.5 per cent 
and inflation was eroding the dollar by 
83.4 per cent, the cost of running 


Congress has increased by about 560 per 
cent.” 
The Cal-Tax news comments on this 
quote very directly: 
“That statement gets right to the heart 
of several issues. The major problem 
facing the taxpayers in recent years is 
inflation. Congress has immunized itself 
against inflation. When postal rates go 
up, Congress does not suffer. When food 
prices go up, Congress does not suffer. 
No matter what increases, Congress 
does not suffer.” 
What is so frustrating about all of this 
is what can one do? The tight-knit little 
congressional family cannot be made to 
pay heed to the pleas of those who pay 
their bills. Not all representatives vote 
to immunize themselves against infla­ 
tion, but enough of them do to make it 
permanently effective.
